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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

It is noted that this application appears to claim subject matter disclosed in 
prior Application No. 09/365,861 , filed 08/03/99. A reference to the prior 
application must be inserted as the first sentence(s) of the specification of this 
application or in an application data sheet (37 CFR 1 .76), if applicant intends to 
rely on the filing date of the prior application under 35 U.S.C. 119(e), 120, 121, or 
365(c). See 37 CFR 1 .78(a). For benefit claims under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121 , or 
365(c), the reference must include the relationship (i.e., continuation, divisional, 
or continuation-in-part) of all nonprovisional applications.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 

U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 

Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bacchi (4,755,941). 

Claim 1: Bacchi discloses a monitoring system that monitors and records each 
transaction that takes place on a gaming table. 

(a) The system includes a tray for receiving gaming chips and sensors for 
sensing the chips held by the tray (Abstract). The sensors or photocells are 
arranged such that at any instant they provide signals regarding the total number 
of chips of each denomination or value can be ascertained (Col. 3:1-5). 

(b) The cash apparatus comprises of a strong box and a pusher for pushing 
currency through the aperture of the strong box. A microswitch (sensor) or 
infrared sensor is mounted through the wall of the aperture each time the pusher 
is inserted into the aperture. A keyboard is located adjacent to the aperture and 
each time the croupier receives any bank notes he keys the amounts into the 
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keyboard and inserts the notes in the strong box, with the use of the pusher. As 
a result the sensor will signal this action and the information regarding the notes 
is stored (Col. 2:21-40). 

(c) A computer receives signals from the photocells representative of the chips 
present or number of chips. The said computer also receives information 
regarding the amount of currency entered into the strong box (Col. 3:16-22). As 
a result, the system enables management to conduct an analysis of each 
transaction of a gaming table, to provide figures based on the profitability of the 
table, the competence and integrity of the croupier, and alert the casino of loss 
based on patrons trying to defraud the casino (Abstract, Col 4:10-15). 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The US Patents of Batalianets (5,495,929), Strisower 
(6,260,757), Mazur (6,241,069), Storch (5,283,422), Jones II (6,154,131), and 
Walker (6,1 10,042) teach similar structured systems.
